GUTHRIE, Sept. 21 —Scoring almost every way conceiva- 
ble, Langston knocked Central State off its unbeaten pedestal 
of the previous year with a 40-27 victory in the season opener 
before 7,500 fans. 

The loss dealt a crippling blow to Central’s chances of 
repeating as national small college football champions, and 
the Oklahoma Collegiate Conference title. 

Trailing 26-13 at halftime, Central, which rolled to 11 
straight wins in capturing the NAIA title in the 1962 campaign, 
began to click in the third period and came back to 
take a 27-26 lead. 

Then the roof fell in on the Bronchos. Langston end Mel- 
vin Driver combined with halfback George Porter for a 34- 
yard touchdown pass and Leroy Adams crashed through the 
Central line and blocked a punt for another score to ice 
the Lion’s victory.

EMPORIA, Kans., Sept. 28—Shrugging off the season 
opener loss from the week before, Central State unveiled its 
defense and pounded Emporia State 20-0 for its first victory 
of the campaign.

EDMOND, Oct. 5—Hanging on after a severe at- 
tack of fumblitus, Central State held off stubborn South- 
western on the final play of the game and eked out a 


The Bronchos, who set up two Southwestern scores with 
fumbles, threw back three Bulldog charges within the two- 
yard line in the final minutes of the contest before 8,000 fans. 

Central lost three fumbles in the game. Two set up South- 
western scores and another stopped a third-quarter Broncho 
drive that carried to the Southwestern 21. 

The victory was the first conference win in two outings 
for Central and was the third straight defeat for the Bulldogs. 
Overall record for the Bronchos at this point was 2-1.

Heszler Leads Broncs Past Rangers 


EDMOND, Oct. 18— Quarterback Burney Keszler passed 
win-hungry Central State to a 20-9 victory over Northwestern 
at Broncho Field. 

Keszler, a junior college transfer, tossed two touchdown 
strikes, including a record breaking 88-yarder to reserve end 
Jim Williams. The cross-country play erased the old school 
mark of 85 yards held by two passers. Buddy Foreman con- 
nected with Bill Moody in 1954 against Texas Lutheran 
and Mike Rollins threw to Ronnie Chesser for the same 
distance in 1961. 

All-American end Billy Jones and Jim Davis were Kesz- 
ler’s chief targets, while the stocky field-general completed 
11 of 20 aerials for 234 lengths.
